Washington, Ap ril 19 — (A.P.) 
United States citizens in Nicar­ 
agu a tod ay had to choose be­ 
tween fleeing to coast towns or 
d ep end ing u p on nativ e troop s for 
p ortection. 
This alternativ e was p laced 
before them by Secretary Stim­ 
son in an official statem ent th at 
“this gov ernment cannot u nd er­ 
take general p rotection of Ameri­ 
cans throu ghou t th at cou ntry 
with American forces." 
“To d o so," he ad d ed , “wou ld 
lead to d ifficu lties and commit­ 
m ents which this 
gov ernment 
d oes 
p rop ose 
to 
u nd ertake. 
Therefore, the d ep artment rec­ 
ommend s to all Americans who 
d o not feel secu re u nd er the p ro­ 
tection afford ed them by the 
Nicaragu an gov ernment throu gh 
the Nicaragu an National gu ard 
to withd raw from the cou ntry , or 
at least to the coast towns 
whence they can be p rotected or 
ev acu ated in case of necessity . 
“Those who remain," he ad d ­ 
ed , “d o so at their own risk and 
mu st 
not 
ex p ect 
American 
forces to be sent inland to their 
aid .” 
This was followed by an au ­ 
thoritativ e statem ent th at the 
United States d id not intend 
th at the liv es of its citizens be 
jeop ard ized .

m. William Starbu ck a p rosp er­ 
ou s and resp ected farmer, liv ing 
with his y ou ng wife and six y ear 
old dau ghter, hitched u p to the 
family carriage and after kissing 
m am m a and baby sister goodby , 
w ent to Greensboro after some 
hou sehold wares. After m aking 
his p u rchases, he drov e back 
home, arriv ing there abou t 9 :45 
p . m. His wife failed to meet him 
as was u su al, and he called bu t 
got nc resp onse. He entered the 
hou se finding, windows op en and 
the hou se in disorder. No one 
answered his calls, bu t soon he 
h ear fain t calls and screams 
coming from a distance and he 
hastened toward the sp ot and 
m et a little terrier dog, whinning 
and barking, which soon started 
off toward a little grov e, bey ond 
a w heat field abou t half a mile 
from the hou se. Starbu ck fol­ 
lowed the dog and the screams 
grew lou der—calling for help . 
He soon located them coming 
from an abandoned well and 
there he fou nd his wife and fou r 
m onth old babe stru ggling in the 
mu d a t the bottom of the well. 
Unable to get them ou t alone, he 
hu rried 
to John 
Hu dson’s, 
a 
neighbor, and retu rned with him 
and ethers and lifted the u nccn- 


u nconsciou sness and died Mon­ 
day ev ening abou t fou r p . m. She 
was 26 y ears of age, a dau ghter 
of Aaron McCormick, a citizen of 
Greensboro, Henry cou nty . 
Su nday morning blood hou nds 
were p laced on the trail u t the

Gip e was arrested and p laced j 
in jail a t Newcastle, 
indicted, j 
tried and conv icted in 
Henry ( 
cou nty circu it cou rt on a charge 
j 
of m anslau ghter, sentenced 
to 
the Jeffersonv ille reform atory by 
Ju dge John Morris, for a term of 
2 to 21 y ears. The case was ap ­ 
p ealed and rev ersed on an er­ 
roneou s 
instru ction 
and 
Gip e 
was retu rned to Newcastle where 
he m et his confiding sweetheart, 
Nellie Shep erd, who to the end 
nev er forsook him. A change of 
v enu e was taken to Ru sh cou nty . 
He 
was 
brou ght 
here 
and 
tu rned ov er to Sheriff Bain- 
bridge. Brou ght into cou rt by the 
sheriff, he took his seat with his 
attorney . He was handcu ffed and 
dressed in a new black su it with 
p atent leather shoes and wore a 
lay down collar and fou r-in- 
hand tie. The handcu ffs 
were 
remov ed and he took great inter­ 
est in the cou rt p roceedings. 
Eighteen m onths to a day from 
his first trial, on Dec. 12, 19 06, his 
second trial began before the 
folowing ju ry : Edward You ng, 
Roy Ormes, William B. K irkp at­ 
rick, Bert M. Cohee, Wood C. 
Bishop , Edward Bu scher, Ray ­ 
m ond L. Blou nt, John W. Ander­ 
son, Ernest V. Powers, James A.

The states theory of the case 
was th at robbery was the motion 
of defendant and being disap ­ 
p ointed in secu ring money or 
other v alu ables', he dragged or 
followed Mrs. Starbu ck, (who had 
recognized him ), in her flight to 
escap e and ov ertaking her near 
the old well had thrown her and 
the baby into it and thinking 
them dead fled from the sp ot. 
The defense sou ght to show a 
case of su icide, th a t Mrs. S tar­ 
bu ck was of highly nerv ou s tem ­ 
p eram ent and du ring a nerv ou s 
sp ell, threw herself and baby into 
the old well. 
Jam es E. W atson for the state 
being absent, John A. Titsworth 
ex amined 
the 
ju rors for the 
state and was at one p oint inter­ 
ru p ted by Dou glas Morris of the 
defense, for u sing the ex p ression, 
"since the crime was commit­ 
ted,” assu m ing th a t a crime was 
committed. Ju dge Sp arks su s- 


Tim McGrath fo r sho o ting Fran­ 
cis Moor, at th a t tim e m ade u p 
the p risoners. Jim McDonald, ac­ 
qu itted of m u rdering Sarah S ha­ 
fer a t Bedford, was an inm ate of 
Jeffersonv ille, when Haley Gip e 
was there and consp ired with 
him to break p rison bu t were de­ 
tected. 
The sheriff of Henry cou ntered 
by accu sing Gip e’s sw eetheart of 
the saw affair. The 
ev idence 
went to show th a t the baby was 
fou nd su sp ended from a board, 
head down u nder water, as if 
throw n in th e well. A heel and 
sole of a woman’s shoe were also 
fou nd in the well. A Negro p ris­ 
oner from M ichigan City testi­ 
fied th a t he was in jail with Gip e 
a t Newcastle and th a t Gip e told 
him, th a t he knew who killed 
Mollie Starbu ck, th a t Starbu ck 
had sold his hogs for $600 and 
th a t his wife was washing the 
dishes th a t night when two men 
entered the hou se—one throu gh 
the door and one throu gh the 
window and one of them grabbed 
her, when she tried to telep hone, 
and they m u st hav e taken her 
to the well in a bu ggy . 
Another "bird” from Jerson- 
v ille p rison, testified to p ractic­ 
ally the same facts. The testi­ 
mony , as in all su ch cases was 
p iece meal, bu t Sheriff Christo­ 
p her p rodu ced some interesting 
details and p ap ers. Gip e had 
tried to saw ou t of jail and was 
mov ed to another cell. Gip e fre­ 
qu ently talked abou t telling all 
he knew. T hat he knew who did 
the deed and why , bu t th a t "he 
wou ld die and go to h-11 before 
he wou ld tell on him ” bu t th a t 
“Mrs. Starbu ck was killed be­ 
cau se she wou ld not tell where 
the money was hidden.” 
His letters, fou nd by the sher­ 
iff referred to bu y ing saws and 
his p lans for escap e and the fu ­ 
tu re. He sat and smiled du ring 
the reading of them . The testi­ 
mony was v ery v olu minou s, and 
of itself, p rov ed only th a t Mrs. 
Starbu ck and baby were dead, 
bu t, w hether m u rder or su icide 
the ev idence failed to show, as it 
was of su ch natu re th at a ju ry 
m ight draw either conclu sion 
w ithou t criticism. John A. T its­ 
worth op ened for the state after 
comp letion 
of 
the 
ev idence 
Monday noon, December 19 , 19 05 
and was followed by Attorney 
Gau se for the defense who talked 
for an hou r and a half. In answer 
to a hy p othetical qu estion, asked 
by Morris, defense attorney of 
Drs. Fletcher and Parsons, Mrs. 
Starbu ck was insane, when she 
entered the well. 
The ju ry in charge of Charles 
Brown, bailiff, v isited the S tar­ 
bu ck farm and p remises. Gau se 
called attention to the fact th a t 
Gip e alway s referred to -they " 
in his conv ersations abou t the 


case and nev er used 
I ” or “we” 
and for this reason, Henry Gip e, 
Haley ’s father, was su sp ected, 
and this led Haley to say , -I will 
die before I tell who it was.” 
Henry Gip e’s whereabou ts were 
nev er traced, bu t an alibi was 
sou ght for Haley . 
Ed Jackson, then p rosecu ting 
attorney of Henry cou nty fol­ 
lowed Gau se and sou ght to belit­ 
tle the defense testimony , for­ 
getting th a t a defendant is not 
comp elled to p rov e a negativ e. 
W. A. Brown closed for the de­ 
fense and was followed by Ju dge 
M ark (not Mary ) E. ForknerJ 
The testim ony of both sides w; 
rom antic, lengthy and mostly in­ 
ferential. The old well was some 
half mile from the Starbu ck 
hou se, here was fou nd a bu tton 
from an ov erall and a p lu g of to­ 
bacco, said to belong to Hale 
Gip e,, and his p resence a t 
m any p laces, other th an a t th 
old well, and Starbu ck getting 
"weak” sp ell and going afte 
help some distance away leav in 
a distracted wife screaming fo 
held so lou dly th a t she wa. 
heard miles away , the m any con 
fu sing and contradictory storie 
on each side, wou ld p u zzle a ju 
of Solomons. 
Haley ’s haru in scaru m life an 
bad rep u tation did more to con 
v ict him th an the ev idence oil 
lack of ev idence. The recent trial 
finds p arallel in conv incing p rooij 
and althou gh rou ndly berated im 
some localities, only p rov es that] 
critics were not on the ju ry anc 
th a t m ost good men hav e some, 
resp ect for their conscience and 
their oath.

Americans Must Leave Or De- 


fiend Upon Protection of 


Native Troops. 


Washington, April 19 — (AJ.) 


United States citizens in Nicar- 
agua, today had to choose be- 
tween fleeing to coast towns or 
depending upon native troops for 
portection. 


This alternative was placed 


before them by Secretary Stim- 
son in an official statement that 
"this government cannot under- 
take general protection of Ameri- 
cans throughout that country 
with American forces." 


••To do so," he added, -would 


lead to difficulties and commit- 
ments which this government 
does, propose 
to 
undertake. 


Therefore, the department rec- 
ommends to all Americans who 
do not feel secure under the pro- 
tection afforded them by the 
Nicaraguan government through 
the Nicaraguan National guard 
to withdraw from the country, or 
at least to the coast towns 
whence they can be protected or 
evacuated in case of necessity. 


"Those who remain," he add- 


ed, "do so at their own risk and 
must 
not expect 
American 


forces to be sent inland to then* 
aid."

— Hoosier automobile licenses for 
the first quarter of 1931 totaled 
533,052, according to R. R. Sin- 
gleton, auditor of the automo- 
bile license division of the secre- 
tary of state's office. 
; This .figure, Singleton:. says,^?is 
c6naderabiyn5elbw"tharof" the 
corresponding quarter of 1930 
but he pointed out that much of 
the slump is due to tardy motor- 
ists who have been slow to take 
out their new licenses. This laxi- 
ty, he says, has caused the de- 
•partment to fall behind hi issu- 
ing plates, and he foresees a re- 
covery within the next month. 


In addition to the more than 


half million passenger automo- 
bile licenses, tliere were 104,670 
truck licenses issued. 
Other licenses were as follows: 


Motorcycles, 1,310; dealers, 2,435; 
trailers, 7,318; semi-trailers, 679, 
busses,. 792; tractors, 406; free, 
5,485, totaling 706,147. 


Besides these, there were 38,572 


chauffeurs' licenses and 6,818 
transfers.

REMINISCENCES 


BY JOHN F. JOYCE 


The famous Cole rriurder case 


came to an end last Friday be- 
fore nine o'clock a. m. with a ver- 
dict of "Not Guilty." The poor 
hapless defendant heard the 
words that freed her of the 
charge of being an accessory to 
the murder of her husband on 
tiie night of November I,./1930, 
near New Palestine in Hancock, 
county, Ind. 


This tragic affair recalls a 


murder case, venued 
Henry county twenty-seVeri^ears 
ago last November. Murder is al- 
ways a thing of horror, but when 
the -eternal triangle" steps in, 
its grewsome details, 
detract 


from the major crime and for 
lack of evidence, great stress is 
put upon the woman's, the weak- 
ness of 
zealous 


woman, and 
prosecuting 


the over 
attorneys 


seek conviction on that ground, 
alone, and reason that if she is 
so lost to virtue, as to enter an 
illicit amour, she would not top 
short of murder. 


As long as the world lasts such 


incidents will occur and juries 
will be partial to woman's tears. 
Don't talk "woman suffrage' 
and equal rights before law— 
that may be well enough in civil 
law, but letr^no'man deceive him- 
self, by saying or thinking, tha't 
when chosen to try a womap for 
life, they will.look on herewith 
the same feeling1, they do a man. 
Everyman fit to sit on a jury, 
will think of his own mother, 
sister or daughter, and no mat- 
ter how long a woman has gone, 
will remember that, "a man was 
the cause of it all." 


Choice and duty have brought 


me in contact with men and 
women accused of crime, and 
taught-me how easily: the fawn-, 
ingr flatterer leads the innocent, 
down''.the paths of dalliance to 
the highway of crime. I am no 
apologist for criminals—men or 
women—but where sex appeal 
leads, to, or results in crime, I 
have always held man was the 
criminal and the woman the 
dupe: 


,Qn Saturday night, July 9,1904, 


Greensboro in Henry county, was 
thrilled with horror, by the 'dis- 
covery of one' of 'the blackest 
rimes on record. About 7:30* p: 
m. William Starbuck a prosper- 
ous and respected farmer, living 
with his young wife and six year 
old daughter, hitched up to the 
family carriage and: after kissing 
mamma and baby sister goodby. 
went to Greensboro after some 
ipusehold Hwares. After making 
lis purchases, he drove hack 
home,:arriving" there about 9:45 
p. m;. His wife failed .to meet him 
as was. usual, arid ne called but 
fot'np response. He entered the 
louse finding, windows open and 
the,-hpu§e, in dispraef..No. .one 
answered his calls, but soon he 
icary faint; calls -and -screajps 
ioming- from a- distance and he 
lastenedf- toward- the. spot and 
met a little temer dog,, whinning 
and. barking, which soon- started 
off .toward; a little grove, beyond 
iV wheat field about half .a mile 
:roin- tiip-,house. Starb.uck • fol- 
owed';tiie-'dog. and the:, screams 


louderT-calling^foF help.. 
.sopnf located them', coming 


rom an abandoned • well and 
hete.herfourid;his'wife"and four 
month' plil babe struggling, in the 
mud at thejbb$bm of .the welli 
Jnablei to^et them ou,t alone; he 
lurried', j tpij John Hudson's; • a 
neiglibbr, arid returned'/with Mm 
ahd'otners and'lifted the u'ncoii- 


scious wife and child from the 
well, .earned them home and 
called for a physician and neigh- 
bors. The baby was dead when 
taken from the well. Mrs. Star- 
buck regained consciousness for 
a short time Sunday afternoon 
and being asked what had hap- 
pened pointed to the window! Her 
physician would not permit fur- 
ther questions. She relapsed into 
unconsciousness and died Mon- 
day evening about four p. m. She 
was 26 years of age, a daughter 
of Aaron McCormick, a citizen of 
Greensboro, Henry county. 


Sunday morning blood hounds 


were placed on the trail -at the 
old well and Haley Gipe, son of 
Henry Gipe of Greensboro, who 
was in the crowd at the well, re- 
marked that "he was not going 
to stay around where those dogs 
could get at him," and departed. 
He was suspected from the start, 
and suspicion began weaving a 
web around Gipe, and he was 
arrested Tuesday following, when 
he began telling so much of 
what he heard and saw, and his 
whereabouts. (Our older reader 
will remember that was what 
trapped Harry Foxwel, the mur- 
derer of White near Knightstown 
in 1877.) 


Gipe was arrested and placed 


in jail at Newcastle, indicted, 
tried and convicted in Henry 
county circuit court on a charge 
of manslaughter, sentenced to 
the Jeffersonville reformatory by 
Judge John Morris, for a term of 
2 to 21 years. The case was ap- 
pealed and reversed on an er- 
roneous instruction and Gipe 
was returned to Newcastle where 
he met his confiding sweetheart, 
Nellie Sheperd, who to the end 
never forsook him. A change of 
venue was taken to Rush county. 


He was Drought here and 


turned over to Sheriff Bain- 
bridge. Brought into court by the 
sheriff, he took his seat with his 
attorney. He wap handcuffed and 
dressed in a new black suit with 
patent leather shoes and wore a 
lay down collar and four-in- 
hand tie. The handcuffs were 
removed and he took great inter- 
est in the court' proceedings: 
Eighteen months to a day from 
his first trial, on Dec. 12; 1906, his 
second trial began before the 
folowing jury: Edward Young, 
Boy Ormes, William B. Kirkpat- 
rick,.Bert M. Cohee, Wood C. 
Bishop, Edward Buscher, Ray- 
mond L. Blount, John W. Ander- 
son, 
Ernest V. Powers, James A

tained the objection. After a 
thorough examination by Attor- 
ney Titsworth, the state passed 
the jury. Attorney Morris of de- 
fense counsel took the jury. Aft- 
er many dismissals the defense 
passed the jury and after chal- 
the state and after much chal- 
lenging on both sides the follow- 
ing jury was accepted to try the 
case. Viz: Edward Young, Roy 
Ormes, William B. Kirkpatrick, 
Bert M. Cohee, Wood G. Bishop, 
Edward Busher, Raymond B. 
Blount, John W. Anderson, Ern- 
est V. Powers, James A. Brown, 
Ed Morris and Henry F. Prill. 
Sheriff 
Christopher of Henry 


county, where all the witnesses 
resided had a large group on 
hand for each side. 


Gipe had accused the sheriff 


of setting a trap, by placing a 
number of steel saws in the jail, 
hoping Gipe would find them and 
try to escape, as he had at Jef- 
fersonville. Another celebrated 
prisoner awaiting trial, in the jail 
here, was Anna Bakert, charged 
with killing Norman Cook; Harry 
Colsher, for dynamiting fish and 


Tim McGrattx for shooting. Fran- 
cis Moor, at that time made lip 
the prisoners. Jim McDonaldrac- 
quitted of murdering; Sarah Sha- 
fer at Bedford, was an inmate of 
''Jeffersonville, when Haley Gipe 
was there arid conspired with 
him to break prison but were de- 
tected. 


The sheriff of Henry, countered 


by accusing Gibe's sweetheart of 
the saw affair. The evidence 
went to show that the baby was 
found suspended from, a board, 
head down under water, as if 
thrown in the well. A heel arid 
sole of a woman's shoe were also 
found in the well. A Negro pris- 
oner from Michigan City testi- 
fied that he was in jail with Gipe 
at Newcastle and that Gipe' told 
him, that he knew who killed 
Mollie Starbuck, that Starbuck 
had sold his hogs for $600 and 
that his wife was washing the 
dishes that night when two men 
entered the house—one through 
the door and one through the 
window arid one of them, grabbed 
her, when she tried to telephone, 
arid they must have taken her 
to the well hi a buggy. 


Another "bird" from Jerson- 


ville prison, testified to practic- 
ally the same facts. The testi- 
mony, as in all such cases was 
piece meal, but Sheriff Christo- 
pher produced some interesting 
details and papers. Gipe had 
tried to saw out of jail and was 
moved to another cell; Gipe fre- 
quently talked about telling all 
he knew. That he knew who did 
the deed and why, but that "he 
would die and go to h-11 before 
he would tell on him" but that 
"Mrs. Starbuck was killed be- 
cause she would not tell where 
the money was hidden." 


His, letters, found by the sher- 


iff referred to buying saws and 
his plans for escape and the fu- 
ture. He sat and smiled during 
the reading of them. The testi- 
mony was- very voluminous, and 
of itself, proved only that Mrs. 
Starbuck and baby were dead, 
but, whether murder or suicide 
the evidence failed to show, as it 
was of such nature that a jury 
might draw either conclusion 
without criticism. John A. Tits-

Monday noon, December 19, 1905 
and was followed by Attorney 
Cause for the defense who talked 
for an hour and a half.

Henry Sine's whereabouts were 
never traced, but an alibi was 
sought for Haley.

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LOCAL 
NITRATE TOP DRESSING 


Fifteeh farmers in Rush coun- 


ty are among some 300 in the 
entire state who are co-operat- 
ing this season in demonstra- 
tions which call for the.use of 
nitrate of soda as top dressing 
for the 1931 wheat crop. 


Twenty-three tons of nitrate 


are being distributed to the lo- 
cal fanners, some.of whom have 
already applied this material to 
their wheat, in an effort to cut 
their production costs per bush- 
el. Last year, in 43 demonstra- 
tions in all parts of the state, 
the average increase in wheat 
yield through top dressing with 
Chilean nitrate, of soda was' 8.36 
bushels pe racre. This extra yield 
bushels per acre. This extra yield 
the entire crop. 
. 


About 400 tons of nitrate are 


being used for these demonstra- 
tions this year in Indiana. 
Through a co-operative 
ar- 


rangement by the nitrate edu- 
cational bureau, the farmer gets 
the first bushel of the yield in- 
crease resulting from top dress- 
ing, and thereafter the increase 
is equally divided between the 
farmer and educational bureau 
until the cost of the fertilizer, 
about $2.50 per hundred pounds, 
is paid. The yield over and above 
this goes to the fanner. The fer- 
tilizer is being used at the rate 
of 125 pounds per acre. Each 
field will have a small check 
plot without top dressing, and 
the crops from each will be 
threshed separately to determine 
the comparative yields.
